“It is 
essential that it has early diagnosis 
and the establishment of clinics for 
this purpose by the Ontario gov- 
ernment is doing much to bring this 
about.” .

In the first four months of 1930

This dropped in the same period of 
1931 to 8,925,000 pounds and in 1932
